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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Chichester: 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  submits  for  your  consid- 
eration the  following  report. 

Because  of  the  change  in  superintendents  last  summer  it  is 
impossible  for  this  report  to  cover  completely  the  work  of  the 
school  year  1922-23.  Its  aims  will  be  to  state  briefly  the 
most  important  information  at  hand  in  regard  to  the  schools 
for  that  period,  to  summarize  the  progress  of  the  first  half  of 
the  present  school  year,  and  to  point  out  some  important  steps 
that  should  be  taken  in  the  future. 

In  regard  to  the  schools  of  last  year  the  accompanying  sta- 
tistical table  lists  the  schools  that  were  open,  the  names  of 
the  teachers  and  their  salaries,  the  number  of  half-days  each 
school  was  in  session,  the  number  of  half-days  lost  by  each 
school  because  of  holidays,  teachers'  institutes,  bad  weather, 
etc.,  the  number  of  weeks  each  school  was  in  session,  and  the 
total  enrollment,  average  membership,  average  attendance, 
per  cent,  of  attendance  and  number  of  tardinesses  for  each 
school.  By  comparing  this  table  with  the  one  in  last  year's 
report  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  total  enrolment  for  all 
schools  was  five  less  than  for  the  previous  year,  the  average 
membership  was  4.1  more,  the  average  attendance  2.4  more, 
the  per  cent,  of  attendance  1.9%  less,  and  the  number  of 
tardinesses  69  less.  Considering  the  severity  of  the  weather 
last  winter  the  drop  in  per  cent,  of  attendance  is  not  suprising 
and  the  effort  that  brought  about  such  a  decrease  in  tardi- 
ness under  suoh  conditions  is  highly  commendable.  A  still 
better  record  ought  to  be  made  this  year.  The  habit  of  being 
on  time  is  a  valuable  one. 
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In  the  honor  roll  we  find  one  pupil  with  perfect  attendance 
for  the  full  year  as  compared  with  none  for  the  year  before. 

The  following  pupils  completed  the  elementary  school  work 
last  June: 

Bear  Hill— Guy  Mitchell. 

Center — Beatrice  Grady. 

Horse  Corner — Donald  Swain. 

During  the  summer  a  few  repairs  were  made  such  as  clean- 
ing, painting  and  shingling.  Nowhere  will  one  find  a  better  ex- 
ample of  the  remarkable  improvement  in  lighting  conditions 
by  the  painting  of  walls  and  ceiling  than  at  the  Pine  Ground. 
When  school  opened  in  the  fall  the  room  was  most  distress- 
ingly dark  and  dungeon-like.  Now  it  is  pleasant  and  cheerful 
and  the  attitude  of  the  teacher  and  pupils  has  immeasurably 
improved.  The  ceiling  and  floor  at  Horse  Corner  were  sim- 
ilarly improved  but  the  walls  need  attention,  also.  Nearly 
all  of  the  schoolhouses  have  far  too  little  light  and  with  dark 
colored  walls  a  large  part  of  the  light  that  does  get  in  is  ab- 
sorbed instead  of  being  reflected  about  the  room. 

What  should  be  done  in  the  way  of  repairs  with  the  Kel- 
ley's  Corner  and  Pine  Ground  schoolhouses  is  a  question  that 
must  be  answered  by  the  voters  of  Chichester  in  the  immedi- 
ate future.  Several  citizens  have  truthfully  remarked  to  the 
superintendent  within  the  last  few  months  that  the  sheds  at 
these  two  schools  are  "a  disgrace  to  the  town"  and  the  school- 
houses  themselves  are  in  a  condition  not  much  better.  The 
scheme  of  building  a  modern  two-room  schoolhouse  near  the 
junction  of  the  Bear  Hill  and  the  State  roads  and  consolidat- 
ing the  Kelley's  Corner,  Bear  Hill  and  Pine  Ground  schools 
should  be  carefully  considered. 

All  the  desks  at  the  Center  and  at  Horse  Corner  are  too 
large  except  for  the  largest  children.  While  sitting  the  smaller 
children  cannot  touch  the  floor  with  their  feet  and  the  desks 
are  nearly  as  high  as  their  shoulders.  Wlien  they  write  they 
sit  on  one  foot  in  order  to  reach.  This  condition  is  exceed- 
ingly bad  for  their  physical  development.  A  few  smaller 
desks  should  be  procured  to  accommodate  them. 
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A  carefully  studied  policy  of  progressive  development  of 
school  buildings  and  schoolrooms  should  be  adopted.  In 
addition  to  the  minor  repairs  such  as  cleaning,  oiling  of  floors, 
painting,  and  shingling  that  should  be  made  every  year,  a 
few  hundred  dollars  should  be  invested  in  such  improvements 
as  new  desks,  blackboards,  schoolroom  heaters,  chemical  toil- 
ets, and  remodeling.  If  Chichester  boys  and  girls  are  to  have 
opportunities  equal  to  those  for  boys  and  girls  in  other  parts 
of  the  state  and  country,  this  must  be  done. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  present  school  year  some  changes 
have  been  necessary  in  the  teaching  staff.  Although  the  school 
work  was  somewihat  disturbed  by  these  chances  the  rapid 
progress  being  made  since  the  changes  will  more  than  make 
up  for  any  handicaps.  The  rural  towns  in  New  Hampshire 
that  have  as  efficient  teaching  forces  as  Chichester  are  few 
indeed.  The  District  may  justly  be  proud  of  its  teachers. 
The  following  table  shows  what  schools  are  open,  the  teachers 
and  their  salaries,  and  the  total  enrolment  and  the  total  pres- 
ent membership  of  each  school  as  well  as  the  total  enrolment 
and  total  present  membership  for  the  whole  town.

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In  November,  1923,  uniform  tests  in  arithmetic  and  spell- 
ing were  given  to  the  children,  nearly  five  thousand  in  num- 
bers, in  the  eighth  grades  in  all  New  Hampshire  public 
schools.  The  spelling  test  was  one  which  has  been  given  in  a 
number  of  city  school  systems  with  an  average  rank  of  about 
74%.  The  average  of  the  entire  state  was  67.42%.  For  the 
twenty-one  eighth  grade  pupils  in  Chichester  who  took  the 
test  the  average  was  46.2%. 

The  arithmetic  test  was  the  same  as  was  given  in  1846  to 
pupils  in  the  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  High  School.  The 
Springfield  ninth  grade  average  in  1846  was  29.41%.  The 
New  Hampshire  eighth  grade  average  in  1923  was  49.29%, 
and  the  Chichester  average  for  the  nineteen  pupils  who  took 
the  test  was  57.9%. 

In  order  to  find  out  how  Chichester  pupils  compare  with 
those  elsewhere  standard  tests  in  the  fundamentals  were  given 
during  the  fall  term  to  all  pupils  in  the  fourth  to  the  eighth 
grades.  Similar  standard  tests  should  be  given  at  least  every 
two  years  to  measure  the  efiiciency  of  the  instruction. 

Teachers'  meeting  are  held  monthly  except  December  and 
March  to  work  on  problems  common  to  all  the  schools.  The 
most  important  one  confronting  us  at  the  present  time  is  the 
working  out  of  a  program  of  studies  much  more  in  detail 
than  that  suggested  by  the  state.  Each  teacher  should  have  an 
outline  of  the  work  to  be  covered  in  each  subject  in  each 
grade.  At  the  September  meeting  the  teachers  organized 
themselves  as  a  group  to  make  some  progress  with  this  work. 
At  the  present  time  it  is  well  under  way  but  it  is  a  stupendous 
task  which  cannot  be  completed  in  a  single  year  nor  in  two 
years. 

With  this  evolution  of  a  definite  detailed  program  of  stud- 
ies should  go  a  progressive  plan  of  adoption  of  up-to-date 
textbooks.  A  pupil  studying  United  States  History  from  a 
book  printed  in  1916  is  likely  to  lack  a  sufficient  understand- 
ing of  America's  part  in  the  affairs  of  today. 
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The  physical  examinations  in  the  schools  reveal  the  fact 
that  many  pupils  are  suffering  from  physical  defects  that 
can  easily  be  prevented  and  possibly  cured  by  proper  physi- 
cal exercises  and  health  instruction.  A  carefully  planned 
course  in  physical  education  should  be  adopted  to  meet  this 
condition.  In  several  states  a  certain  amount  of  physical 
training  each  week  is  required  by  law. 

If  parents,  teachers,  pupils  and  school  officials  continue 
as  in  the  past  to  work  together,  to  do  in  co-operation,  Chiches- 
ter  citizens  will  continue  to  be  justly  proud  of  Chichester 
schools.  Let  us  make  those  words  our  motto:  DO  IN  CO- 
OPERATION.
